Cincinnati, May 14.— The aeoond 
day's attack upon the state's evidenco 
in the Jaokaon trial began Wednesday 
mofning. Attorney Orawford'a voico 
WM hoarse aa he started apon liis 
qteerh. 

"Wlion I concluded yesterday even- 
ing," ho said, "I wiis talking of the 
medical testimony. Yon will remem- 
ber that J. B. Looke, the honest farmer 
on whose land tho body was foond, de- 
scribed tho clot of blood on the bank as 
indic.itui),' that some 1)l()0(ly oltjcct had 
been wiped there. He said tliat the 
blood ui)()n the inivft liiisli leaves ap- 
peared to hare beou left there by some 
llloody object paaiing acroM the boshes. 

"Ton remember that it rained that 
night. Ck)Qldn't the rain which foil 
that night havo gathered Roinc of that 
blood and loft it in the drops wliicli 
gave tho appearance of squirting ? That 
is the whole explanation of the blood 
npon the prlret bushes. 

"If the girl was not killed at Fort 
Thomas, where nro you going to say 
she was killed V" 

The speaker paid his compliments in 
a decidedly positive way to expert med- 
ical testimony. He read an extract of 
a lectnre by Dr. Draper before th(^ 
Harvard medical school, in which ex- 
pert tCBtimouy was characterized as 
ridiculoos and » dilgnoetothe piofes- 
sion. 

He then totjk uj) the 1 ridge ticket 
question, and criticised the statcnu nt uf 
tlie prosecution tliat the tickets were 
vehicle tickets, yet, when they were 
placo in evidence, they prdved tb be 
pedestrian tickets. 

Continuing, he said: "Now I come to 
what I consider the most imiwrtaut evi- 
dence against my client. I refer to the 
letter written to Will WikmI by Scott 
Jackson." He said Jackson had read of 
the finding of the body, and ho knew 
that as scM)n as Pearl Bryan would be 
missed her disappearance would be laid 
At hii door. He knew that he would be 
tospected, and bo, foolishly panic- 
stricken, ho wrote a letter to Will Wood 
telling him to let the Bryan family 
iMralhat Pearl had gone to OhlcBgo, or 
lomewhere elae. 

Be argoed that if Jackson had cut off 
Pearl £y«n'a head he would not have 
dared to write a letter to 'Wood. Pearl 
Bryin'a cooAin, calling hia attention to 
«h« akatttf. He alao argoed that Miss 
Biyan waa not far from blame in that 
ahe told her narenta ahe waa going to 
Indianuxdia when she came to Cincin- 
nati. He aaid that if any attempt at an 
operation waa to ba made, ahe was a 
piarty to it. 

Crawford finished hia plea for the 
prisoner at 11:47 o'clock. Hia final ap- 
peal was pathetic. "Let thia boy go 
back and be the support to his mother 
in the declining yeai-s which she honed 
he would be. She has prayed God tliat 
if lu r son is guilty she may die without 
finding It out. But she belieTea that 
she has been spared to hear yim IS Uen 
declare liim innocent." 

Court iraa thm adjoomed wtil 2 
o'clock. 

W. U. lioekhart, commonwealth at- 
tornev, then begii" making the closing 
speech. He (liscuss(><l Attorney Uraw- 
fonl's abuse, .so lie called it, of the de- 
tectives. "I havo iKn-er seen more 
magnificent work," the speaker said, 
• or work with mora aallifaotory re- 
sults." 

Regarding public sentiment Lockhart 
said; "1 say to you, gentlemen of tlie 
jury, you reliec^t tho sentiment of the 
community. No jury can sit here as 
you do and fail to take in the inipies- 
sious of this community leKaidiug the 
guilt of this prisoner." 

Tho speaker took up day by day Pearl 
Bryan's moveiuonr and those (jf Scott 
Jacksou and Alunzo Walling in tlie 
week pret"odiiig the murder. With

"And he says ho Ix'camo panic-stnck- 
en," remarked Lockhart.

"Did Jaokaon erer ask Walling what 
had become of Feari Bryan?" inqoired 
(he speaker. 

"Jdtet the reading of the paper in 
the restaorant, a most remarkublo thing 
hanbened. It will prove aa damaging as 
Se ring in the Dorant case, wtuoh the 
morderer took from theatiffening finger 
of Blanche Lament. Soott Jaokaon aaya 
he went to the suspension bridge and 
threw the dead girra clothes into the 
river. It woold have been easy to havo 
thrown the fatal valiae into the river at 
the same time, bat it olong to him." 

Colonel Lockhart dropped into a chair 
near Scott Jackaon, and in this poaition 
coMtiuuod his speech. He told of Jack- 
son's efforts and failores to get rid of 
the valise. 

"Can't you see the hand of Provi- 
dence in this ca-so?" ho otttaiofedi at he 
sprang to hiH feet again. 

"Jackson wonhl better have told this 
Jury," said I^ockhart, regahling Jack- 
sou's story on tho stand; uhe wotibi oet-

Conference E*eh Six lte»n Tnttoad of 

Fniir ->«t I'Diig Ariiipiilaii Uritolution In- 
troduced — Halt Called In Spending 
Mon<7— Othw DolBgi of tho Coafstaaeo. 

C1.1.M 1..4XD, May I 1.— The Metliodis't 
conterence waa opened yesterday witli 
Disliop Vincent in the chair. Tho de- 
votional services were condocted by the 
Rer. B. E. Gtlltui, a colored minister 
f rem central Miasoori. 

The first re»olation offered denounced 
in the strongest termn tho Armenian 
outrages and massacres, and refi ired to 
the apathy of the Christi.in govern- 
ments of Europe and ' America. It 
closed by calliag on con^:ress to pass a 
joint resolution authorizing tlie uresi- 
dent to enter into negotiations witn the 
European powers must directly inter- 
ested with a view of interfei-ing and 
preventing further massacres. The res- 
olution aLso provided that a copy of tho 
resolutions be sent to both hoases of 
congreaa. It was referred to tho com- 
mittee on state of the church without 
discussion. 

The proiKisitlcn to change the time of 
holding the general conference from 
May 1 to the first Wednesday in May 
ai-oused a diacoaeion on the point of 
constitutionality of the action. Three- 
fuortha of the annual conferences huvo 
approved it, and it waa approved by 
more than two-thirds of the general 
conference. Dr. Leonard led the oppo- 
sition, bot he waa literally boried, aa 
the vote stood 897yeaa and 10 naya. 
The next general conference will there- 
fore meet on the fixat Wedn e aday in 
May, 1900. 

A proposition waa preaented by Rev. 
L. R. Fisk of Detroit to hold the gen- 
eral conference each six years. The 
reasons given were that it would save 
§2,500 per day and would save time, as 
under the present arrangement 6-iO men 
are out of church work four weeks, or 
an aggregate of 45 years. Other rensoua 
were that it would reduce the anxiety 
incidental to elections, would give more 
satist'ai'iory tc-r ot' oilieers elected, 
wouUl save critici-.nis and give a longer 
time in which to test changes in disci- 
pline and would insure greater stability 
and permanency. It was referred to 
the committee on s-tato of the church. 

Chaphdii C. C. .McCabe i)resente<l a 
constitutiunal aiiieiiduieiit which for- 
bids any nu.s-.iunuiy society from appro- 
priating any sum in exci ss of the in- 
come for t)ie year previous. This was 
to l all a halt on the appropriations, 
wliich have becoi made in ezoeaa Of tho 
income.

I)(>]';u ti'ifiit Commander Townsi'iid 
said 111 Ins annual rejMjrt t iiat th'' year 
had been one of unsusual prosperity. 
There lias hn i; addi.'d to tlio member- 
ship during the year, ;.',M4. The hi^s 
by death has been 1>^>^. There are imw 
ij,sii in suspension for nonpayment of 
dues, and 1,3!»« have been dropixid for 
this reason during the year. In con- 
clusion General Townseud paid a high 
conijiliinent to the Woman's lieiief 
Corps and the work it is doing. 

Tno report of Assistant Adjutant 
General Bnrchfleld showiid that during 
the year posts at Detiance, Ai)ple Creek, 
St. Louisville, Monday, Cniysville, 
Claysvillo, Deshler and Cleveland have 
surrendered their charters. New posts 
have been established at Bio Qrande, 
Locklaud, Morray, Elyria and Olere- 
laud. 

The report of Assistant Quartennoa- 
tor Gtenorul Elmer Oolden, shows that 
tho total receipta for the year were j$7,- 
T7!).23 and the expenditures $7,059.07, 
balance on hand $730.16. 

The report of the medical director, P. 
D. Heefey, showed that during hia term 
there had been 760 deaths among the 
members of which probably 281 were 
the result of wounds or disease contract- 
ed in tlio service. Two hundred and 
thirty-seven ex-soldiers, sailors and mo- 
riiies were given medical treatment free 
by tho department and 217 persona were 
given liko service as members of the 
families of such soldiers, etc. The total 
value of such Services at a reasonable 
rate would be f 1,(174.
